II MOORE IS RETIRED 


Patrolman With Thirty 


Active Career; Distinguished Record 


Years’ Service Completes 


exactly d o'clock at night thirty 


For the last twenty-one years 
Moore has been a member of the 
personne! of the Detective HMureau. 
During that pertod, besides working 
as an active member of the bureau 
at all times, he performed the 
arduous and important duty of in- 
structor to many new men who 
were then above him in rank on 
paper. And yet, due to a mystery 
that his fellow-workers were never 
able to solve, “Billy” left as he had 
arrived, a patrolman in salary. 

When Moore was appointed, 
January 16, 1896, the detective 
force consisted of but six men. He 
was for sometime in charge of a 
temporary jail at New High and 
Alpine streets, as a result of the 
present City Jalil then being over- 
crowded with vagrants. Following 
this duty he was given a beat in 
what was then the “toughest” part 
of the city, a district north of First 
street, now known as Sonora town.

Moore was considered by such 
men as Inspector of Detectives 
Moffatt, the oldest member of the 
Detective Bureau, as one of the 
most successful men with juvenile 
criminals. At the nt time, 
according to Capt. Moffatt, Moore 
numbers a score of local families 
as his friends as a result of his 
having placed some member of 
those families on the right path. 
During his entire time with the 
police department the records 
show that he *.ase never “called on 
the carpet.” For the last five years 
Moore has been a member of the 
pawnshop detail in the Detective 
Bureau. 

Moore states that he will sojourn 


from now on, on his ranch not 
far from the city.

Suit to Determine Owner 
of Dead Woman's Jewels is 
Continued 


Misfortune which has stalked the 
possessors of the Moores jewels, 
mentioned prominently in the at- 
fairs of Teresa and Albert A. Mors 
and in the murder trial of Md Mo- 
Coy, were again heard of in an 
action in the Superior Court yes- 
terday afternoon. 

A hearing before Judge J. Perry 
Wood of a bill of discovery to de- 
termine to whom Mr. Mors had 
turned over gems valued in excess 
of $20,000, was continued yester- 
day to Tuesday. The action was 
filled by Albert A. Mors against Vic- 
tor ©. Emden, former business 
manager of Mors, Inc., the antique 
shop owned by Mrs. Mors, the pur- 
pose being to recover the jewels. 

Martin L. Haines, attorney for 
Mors, declared that the gems were 
claimed by the latter by right of 
Mrs. Mors's will made to him. . He 
offered no objection to tke post- 
ponement. 

Emden, who was Il yesterday, 
asserted through his attorney that 
he is the owner of the property 
through purchase from Mrs. Mors 
prior to her death, on August 13, 
1924, when she was found with 
a bullet through her brain. Kid 
McCoy, former prize-ring idol, was 
convicted of manslaughter in con- 
nection with her murder.

cooking and eating taking 
place in the court outside. 

In some cases it has been dis- 
covered that the same site has ap- 
parently been utilized for two and 
even three successive buildings. 
This ie indicated by floors found 
at ‘different levels, one above the 
other, and by two or three sets 
of walls, each embracing an area 
larger or emalier than the one 
preceding t. The ruins show that 
the roofs were made of poles laid 
horizontally across the wall and 
covered wih brush, sticks or 
grass, on top of which was placed 
a layer of adobé. In several plac- 
es hae been found the impression 
made by thie grass or brash on 
the adobe roof-covering, which 
was applied in soft state.

Commerce Departmen: Gives 
Out New Regulations 


Wave-Length Limits, Spark 
Usage Announced 


Quiet Hours to be Observed 
Daily and Sunday 


The Department of Commerce 
has made public for the benefit of 
supervisors of radio and owners of 
emateur radio stations the follow 

revised amateur regulations 
governing the operation of amateur 
stations: 

Antercommunication: 


municate with commercial or gov- 
ernment stations unless authorised 
by the Secretary of Commerce, ex- 
cept in an emergency or for testing 
Purposes. This restriction does 
not apply to communication with 
small pleasure craft, such as yachts 
and motorbeats, which may have 
difficulty in establishing communi- 
cation with commercial or govern- 
ment stations. 

Wave lengths: One h and 
fifty to 200 meters, 75 to 85.7 me- 
ters, 37.6 to 43.8 meters, 18.7 to 
21.4 meters and 4.69 to 5.86 meters 
are allocated to amateur stations. 

Spark transmitters: Amateur 
spark transmitters produce consid- 
erable interferenceand consequent- 
ly are responsible for many com- 
plaints. Amateur owners of such 
transmitters should abandon their 
use as early as possible and adopt 
& system producing leas interfer- 
ence. Until such change is made 
they will be permitted in the wave- 
length band between 176 and 180 
meters and should have a decre- 
ment not exceeding 1. 

Phone and tranamitters: 
Phone and ICW (interrupted con-

Maurice 8. Hellman, pioneer 

Les Angeles banker, ‘was 

elected a directer of the Security 
Trust ard Savings Bank. 

Mr. Hellman was a young man, 
26 years of age, when the Security 
stockholders met on January 14, 
1890, in their second annual ses- 
sion in a diminutive banking store- 


all of the twenty-five years in Los 
Angeles, having been born in 1864 
at the corner of Third and Main 
streets. The Hellman home in 
those days was on the outskirts 
of the residential section. 

Four years after Mr. Hellman 
became a director of the Security 
Bank he was elected a vice-presi- 
dent. He remaina to this day a 


As he goes to his office at the 
corner of Fifth and Spring streets 
every morning he can look back to 
the days when there was nothing 
but a barn and a one-story butcher 
shop at that corner. He recalls 
that if you did not care to walk 
from the business section, around 
the Piaza, to Fifth and Spring 
streets you might hire the one lone 
hack in the pueblo to carry you 
there. There was a bigger cele- 
bration over the final installation 
of a horse car line down Sprit 
street than over the opening 
the matchiess Pacific Electric in- 
terurban system in 19038.

Just recently the authorities of the French

a well-marked indi- 
cation of progress. 

My prophecy is that before the end of the 
next fifty years, cerenl grains used for hu- 
man food will be required to contain prac 
tically all of the vital elements in the flour. 
I see also an increased use of vegetables 
and fruits. There is a pecuniary difficulty 
here to overcome. A unit of nourishment in 
fruits and vegetables costs a good deal more 
than a unit of nourishment in cereals.

dragon's back which caused Chu Hung Wo 
to build his capital here. 

Chu started life as a beggar, but he of 
ganized a rebellion, which enabled him to 
conquer China. He founded the Ming Dy 
nasty, under which were accomplished the 
greatest things that the Chinese have ever 
done in architecture and public improve 
ments. The dragon, you know, is the im- 
perial animal of China, and it is supposed 
to bring luck. According to the ancient be 
liefs, a dragon can do anything. It ean 
make itself as big as an elephant, oF as 
small as a guat, can build up empires, and 
throw down kings. Some years ago I was 
in China just before an eclipse of the moon 
was to occur. The Peking Gazette sobesly 
announced that the people should turn out 
and make a great noise on the night of the 
eclipse, as it was said that the dragon 
would then try to swallow the moon, and he 
should be scared away. Well, the country 
here at Nanking is shaped just like a great 
dragon, and the emperor said: “If 1 can 
build my capital on the dragon's back it 
will last forever.” The result was that he 
moved to Nanking and made it for a time 
the greatest city of China. He built the 
present walls, and planned also an outer 
wall which should be ninety miles long, but 
he got no further than the first pillars of 
this before he died. 


The Fortune Teller 


OT far away lies the south gate, just 

inside of which remains all that is left 
of the Nanking of ok. Let us saunter 
through this old city. We shall find that 
here, as elsewhere in China, the new is 
subtly replacing the old.

I ask to have my fortune ola After jug 
gling little sticks on which are written many 
Chinese characters, the seer hands me 
about e logen of them, of which he tells me 
to select one. I do this, but am unable to 
understand aim as he makes known the 
result of his reading of the stick I chose. 

Next we come to an old Confucian Tem- 
ple. As we approach the gate, we notice a 
large fire burning in an oven of mortar and 
clay about ten feet high and eight ‘eer 
Wide. See that young Chinese girl toddling 
up to the oven and placing therein a piece 
of paper covered with Chinese characters. 


‘Confucius has one of these 
fires burning before it, and those whe feed 
its flames with paper on which is any kind 
of writing in the Chinese language do so to 
“accumulate merit.” Entering the temple 
we are struck by its simflicity. Across the 
back are three large tablets with seventy- 
two smaller tablets around the sides of the 
room. In front of one of them an old ma” 
is offering up prayers and burning incense. 
On the tablets in Chinese characters there 
aré inscriptions such as: 
“Most Holy Teacher, Confucius” 
“From the Creation of Man there is 
Never One Like Him.” : 
“Without Equal on Heaven or Earth.” 
The temple itself is no more than a barn- 
like structure in front and back of which 
there are small flower gardens. 


Many Quaint Shops 
HE streets of this old city are wide, 
much unlike the narrow thoroughfares 
of Canton. We pass many quaint shops, 
some displaying the clothing of the West- 
ern World, straw hats, suits, sltirts and 
leather shoes; in others I see the clothes of 
China, long gowns, or richly embroidered 
silk trousers and jackets for the women, 
and shoes of purple and blue cloth, beauti- 
fully embroidered. The street barber, who 
can be seen on the sidewalks shaving the 
heads of his patrons, competes with a 
modern barber shop near by that is fur- 
nished with every up-to-date appurtenance. 
Some of the merchants call out, asking 
us to buy, but we pass on until we come to 
a teahouse, where we go in for a rest 
drink.

No sooner have we seated ourselves than 
we are hesieged from all sides by boys sell- 
ing watermelon seeds, cakes, peanuts and 
fans and other articles of various descrip- 
tion. For one copper I buy a package of 
watermelon seed upon which we munch 
in the Chinese fashion while waiting for our 
tea to be served, and for two coppers get 
from another boy a small package of pea- 
nuts.

They are dressed alike in black jackets 
reaching to the waist and wearing gowns 
of gray silk, from which peep the small 
feet clad in black cloth slippers. All of 
them have fans in their hands. The one 
talking at times wavts his excitedly, but 
the others fan themselves slowly, with the 
languidness of the East. The speaker fre 
quently makes his companions laugh. The 
Chinese laugh heartily and at times violent- 
ly; they take life as it comes and seem 
always to have time to enjoy a joke. On 
the other hand, they have also a great re- 
spect for learning, and will listen attentive- 
ly to one who speaks with knowledge of the 
Chinese classics. 

Here in Nanking we are in one of the 
great educational centers of China, both old 
and new. This morning while strolling 
about, I came to an old structure now part- 
ly torn down, in which 20,000 students for- 
merly took their examinations for govern- 
ment positions. These were the ‘amous 
examination halls, built during the Min- 
Dynasty, when the famous civil service or 
China was started. I was just about to go 
in when I felt someone tugging at my 
sieeve. Looking down I saw a small boy 
of 8 years or thereabouts who is addressing 
me in perfect English. He was eager for 
me to come with him to see his school- 
teacher, an American missionary, and 
proudly displayed his knowledge of the 
English language by reciting the alphabet. 

Entering the examination halle — inspect- 
ed the many stalls r which the candidate 
had to remain during the entire period of 
their examination. in another visit to Nana- 
king, som? years ago, there were 10,000

had also elaborate schemes for establishing 


a system of playgrounds and gymnasium — 


for the physical education of the youth of 
the city, and had inaugurated a series of 
athletic meets.

Besides the institutions ander the direc- 
tion of the Chinese, Nanking has a number 
of schools and colleges established here by 
Americe. missionaries. This city is in fact 
one u ne most important centers of mis- 
sionary activity, which has been a great 
factor ia the development of schools 
throughout the whole of Kiangsu province. 
Ths argest and most interesting of the for- 
eign educational institutions is the Univer- 
sity of Nanking, maintained jointly by four 
Protestant denominations in the United 
States. including all departments it had 
last year more than 1500 students in at- 
tendance spon its courses, and it is recog- 
nized ai: over China as one of the vital 
— thet « helping to create the New

12 university is situated in Nanking 
proper, not far rom the ancient Drum 
Tower. its campus comprises about eighty 
acres of land, about which are scattered 
numerous buildings of modern construction, 
including dormitories, -laboratories, lecture 
alls end homes for members of the faculty. 
It has also forest nurseries and experimen- 
tal farme. I visited it today, soked over 
its buildings and grounds and had talks 
with several of ita officera and instructors. 


Both Americans and Chinese take part in 
the teaching at Nanking University, the 
Chinese instructors being for the most part 
men and women who have studied either in 
the United States or at some American in 
stitution in China. he university depart- 
ments include junior and senior depart 
ments, colleges of arts, sciences, agricul- 
ture and forestry; junior colleges of busi- 
ness, education and science, nursing and 
medical schools, schools for training mie 
sionaries and teachers, and a model school 
with kindergarten, primary and grade de 
partments. In addition there are special 
language schools, a summer school and 


short courses in sericuiture, agriculture and 


forestry. 

Another interesting feature of the Uni- 
versity of Nanking is the hospital for tne 
care of fofeign patients only. 
oughly modern institution, with statt 0. 
highly competent American dociors and 
nurses. One of its buildiige ia given over 
entirely to women patients. The equipment 
of the hospital includes operating rooms 
and laboratories, and it is, in fact. prepared 
to render service as complete end up to 
date as the best of similar ust t tions in 
the United States. Besides proviuing hos- 
pital facilities for Americans and other for- 
eigners in this part of China, it serves as a 
training school for Chinese physicians and 
nurses. and is the directing center of a 
great deal of invaluable work in hygiene, 
sanitat‘on and mevical relief among the 
Chinese of Nanking aod vicinity. 

The college of agriculture and forestry 
has about 200 acres of land under cuiti- 
vation. On these farms it experiments with

various crops, and methods of cultivation 


for the improvement of Chinese agricultuge. 
It distributes tested seeds, issues bulletiie 
for free distribution and gives demonstra- 
tion on its own and Chinese farms, and 
works out impreved designs of.

The California Redwood Park Commission 
is most emphatic in tts recommendation 
for the construction of this road. With so 
heavy a responsibility resting on the State 
for the safety of the visitors to this State 
park, nothing should be allowed to interfere 
with the necessary appropriation for the 
building of this road.

This is more 
true of dairy bulls, perhaps, because of 
their temperament, which makes them more 
difficnuit to handle. Regular exercise helps 
materially to keep the bull in good condi- 
tion. Any method that will make the slug- 
gish bull take exercise regularly and with- 


out overwork is satisfactory.

Prominent Bee Man to 
Teach at Chaffey 


UPLAND.—That the recent dry season had 
a very detrimental effect on the honey bust 
ness was seen in the recent announcement 
of William Atchley, Upland bee man, to the 
effect that his company during the past year 
turned out only 40 tons of honey, or less 
than one-fourth the normal crop. Ordinari- 
ly, Mr. Atchley ships considerable quanti- 
ties of honey to New York City, Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore and other eastern cities, 
but the past year’s crop fell so far below 
normal and the local demand was so heavy 
that there will be none of the product for 
shipment this season, he says. 

Mr. Atchiey its said to bear the distinc- 
tion of being the largest individual producer 
of honey in California. He has been in the 
bee and honey business for more than forty 
years and still finds it a fascinating as well 
as a paying occupation. Formerly, in Texas, 
he devoted a great part of his time to the 
breeding of imported strains ef queen bees 


and hia success along this line was so great 
that his qpeens were in constant demand, 
not only throughout the United States, but 
in foreign countries as well. 

When he located in U six years ago 
he decided to devote energies to the 


production of fine honey. Starting in a small 
way, the Atehley Company has grown until 
it has some 1400 colonies of bees scattered 
over the Southland as well as a modern ex- 
tracting and packing plant in this city. 
During the busy season in May and June as 
many as five tons of honey are sometimes 
processed in a single day. 

Mr. Atchley has specialized in a fine — 
of orange honey, but also produces black 
and purple sage and wild buckwheat honey. 
The orange blossom, he says, has proven 
by far the most popular. The Upland bee 
man says that only in Southern California 
can pure orange-blossom honey be produced. 
In Florida, when the orange trees are in 
bloom, a wild plant which grows in the 
orchards is also in flower and the bees can- 
not be prevented from mixing the two, he 
declared. In addition to his other duties, 
Mr. Atchley has just entered into a two- 
year contract to serve as instructor in bee 
culture in the agricultural departments of 
Chaffey High School and Junior College at 
Ontario.

The fruits of the tropical or lemon guava, 
as it is com known, vary in size, 


„shape, color of skin, color of flesh and flav- 


or to a marked degree, and because of this 
great variation, several have been consid- 
ered separate species and considerable con- 
fusion has arisen. They are generally con- 
ceded now to belong to but the one species. 
In size, the fruit varies from one to four 
inches in diameter, and in shape from round 
to pear shape, the latter form being known 
as the pear guava in some places. The 
flesh may be white to red in color. The 
fruit is eatén fresh, served sliced, cooked, 
or made up into pastry and pies. Its most 
extensive use is for the making of guava 
jelly, characterized by the peculiar and alto 
gether individual musky flavor possessed 
by the fruit. The quality of muskiness var- 
ies greatly in different types. In some ft is 
so strong that it is objectionable. Another

a practice to prune the trees severely, 
und it has only been in recent years that 
lemon growers have begun to change over 
to a more moderate system of pruning. There 
ure, however, still many thousands of acres 
of lemons in Cal.fornia that are pruned too 
severely. During the past seven years the 
Agricultural Extension Service staff of Los 
Angeles county has given many field dem- 
enstrations on pruning of lemons to en- 
courage krovser to prune more moderately. 
Test and demonstration plots have been 
‘maintained during that time to show the im- 
portance of not pruning too severely. 

In University of California Bulletin No. 
363, entitled, “The Pruning of Citrus Trees 
in California,” by Robert W. Hodgson, there 
are three paragraphs under the titie of 
“Physiological Considerations,” that set 
forth clearly certain of the principles in- 
volved in pruning. If these principles were 
better understood by growers and pruners, 
there would be less butchery in lemon or- 
chards today. Here is what Mr. Hodgson 
Bays: 

“It is a general axiom of plant physiology 
thut those factors, climatic and otherwise, 
which favor vegetative growth are in the 
main antagonistic to fruit production. This 
principle has long been recognized, although 
until quite recently it was but poorly under- 
stood. Practical applications of this prin- 
ciple are many and varied. Thus it is the 
common observation that plants excessively 
luxuriant in growth set fruit but sparsely 
in warm, humid climates trees and vines 
frequently grow to great size and have much 
foliage but bear little or no fruit; severe 
winter pruning of the type which favors a 
vegetation response ix usually followed by 
decreased fruit production. 

“On the other hand, it is equally true that 
those conditions which in general act as a 
check to vegetative growth, increase the 
tendency to fruit production. A decrease 


A . MOST from the beginning of the lem 


— 


in water supply may accentuate the fruit- 
bearing tendency: certain types of summer 
pruning tending to check vegetative growth 
appear to favor fruit production. The chief 
function of life is reproduction and fruit 
trees seem to be no exception to the rule. 
It appears that as long as conditions favor 
vegetative growth the reproductive tenden 
cy is but little expressed, but that when con- 
ditions change, becoming less favorable to 
vegetative growth, the reproductive ten- 
dency becomes more and more apparent. 


“Other things being equal, the amount of 
fruit produced depends on a relation which 
exists between those factors favorable to 
vegetative growth and those conditions fav- 
oring fruit production. This equilibrium 
varies considerably for the same variety 
in different localities and a'so from season 
to season in the same district. Where no 
artificial interruptions occasioned by man 
or other agencies intervene, the season 
fluctuation in equilibrium between these 
two opposing sets of factors is reflected in 
the amount of crop produced.” 

Cutting back the tops of lemon trees has 
the effect of forcing the trees into vegeta- 
tive growth at the expense of fruit produc. 
tion. Much of the energy of the tree is 
wasted in the production of top growth 
which is later cut off. 

lt is far more desirable to so train a tree 
that there is a minimum amount of top re- 
moved, to moderately open up the tree to 
enable sunlight to penetrate to a maximum 
of foliage and to remove branches out of 
place. Such a method of pruning results in 
a minimum of stimulation of vegetative 
growth, and yet there are more leaves act- 
ually produced for the manufacture of plant 
food, with a consequent effect in increasing 
fruit production. It also has the effect of 
securing a better distribution of fruitwood, 
thus increasing the total fruit-producing 
area of the tree.

those trees pruned by the thinning system 
will produce paying crops much earlier in 
life than those with the tops cut back each 
year. That is an important factor in estab- 
lishing an orchard, as it reduces the cost 
of bringing an orchard into bearing. 


it is really a simple and easy process to 
establish a lemon orchard by the thinning 


system. ‘rhe procedure is to refrain from top 


us eng the pruning shears except for the re 
moval of interfering branches and water 
sprouts, during the first three or four years. 
Occasionally a branch becomes long and 
spindly and should be shortened in to a lat 
eral branch. Lower branches should not be 
removed during the first three years, un'ess 
they came in contact with the ground. These 
are needed to manufacture plant food and 
aid in developing the tree. The time to re- 
move them is when the tree becomes so 
large that branches above tend to shade 
them. 

It is desirable with the thinning system 
to train up four to five main limbs or lead. 
ers. Ar excess number of leaders results 
in too great a diversion of growth with weak 
‘imbs and too dense a tree. 


It was mentioned that there are still 
thousands of acres of lemon trees pruned 
by the cutting-back system. There is, there- 
fore, a problem in changing trees trained 
in that way over to the thinning system. 
Several mehods have been tr.ed for accom- 
plishing this, come of which have proved 
very satisfactory, while others have not 
been so convincing. 

The method used very successful'y by the 
Agricuntural Extension Service men in Los 
Angeles county is as follows: After a lem- 
on tree which has been pruned by cutting 
back its top made its season's growth with 
the production of vigorous, vegetative 
shoots in the top, select the main ‘imbs 
which seem to be the most desirable to be 
continued as framework leaders.

Hy. all means thin 
enough at first and it will save much trouhl 
later on. 

The shoots which are lett te continue th 
main leaders should not be allowed to pre 
duce fruit too soon, as it tends to bend then, 
over before they hecome sufficiently strong 
It mov even be necessary to cut some fruit 
off. ‘This becomes necessary more with 
trees which are still below masxtmum = size 
With old trees it is desiralde to bet th: 
shoots bend over with fruit as soon as poo 
sible.

AN JUAN CAPISTRANO.—For eighteen 
S years Aaron Buccheim has made and 

lost money growing grain and some 
beans on an extensive area of leased land 
in the hills between Capistrano and El Toro. 
This is of course dry farming. Early ex- 


perience as a wheat grower in Minnesota! 
launched him naturally into grain growing } 


when he moved his family to California. <A 
few years ago he developed water for his 
sixty acres of choice land at Serra, three 
miles south of Capistrano, where he lives. 


Then, five years of home experimenting | 


with lettuce suggested, in view of the big 
lettuce deals of recent years, that he go in 
for a slice of the Bastern money paid for 
winter salad. So he planted lettuce in the 
fall and winter of 1923. Just as this was 
ready for the market in the spring, Imperial

He works hand in glove with the Orange 
county farm bureau, carrying on a big part 
of their experiment work with new types of 
grain. He follows the farm and. market 
news regularly and thoroughly, either he 


or his son always being present. when Uncle. 


John tells the universe over KHJ what the 
California farmers and farmers elsewhere 
are doing and getting. Hence he is in post- 
tion to plan his own operations accordingly: 
and the timely marketing factor is the secret 
ot big money with such a crop as lettuce. 
We will look at his lettuce enterprise first. 

Mr. huccheim's home property lies in a 
very attractive cove looking out upon the 
sea. ue cooler autumn weather enables 
him to plant lettuce earlier than Imperial 
growers dare plant it; also to keep on plant- 
ing it for later maturity in the spring. He 
raises two crops of lettuce on the same land, 


one right after the other, and has it ripen- f 


ing at such intervals as he desires from 
early November until May. The main deal 
for the desert areas, Imperial and Sak Riv- 
er Valley both, oceurs from December to 
the last of March. 

Mi. Buccheim has found that lettuce 
planted early in September will mature in 
sixty-five days: planted early in October, it 
takes seventy days: November and Decem- 
ber plantings require 100 days. His five 
years of experimenting in the home garden 
pro ed that New York Special (or Los An- 
geles Magket) lettuce is the best variety for 
that But from May to 
me ‘weather is too warm for the making of 
good<aalid heads. Iceberg lettuce has been 
Boosted as an all-year-round head lettuce: 
but according to Mr. Huccheim this is an ex- 
uggeration@and for the coast he considers 
New York Special preferable: he says it 
makes larger heads and is susceptible to 
thicker cultivation. From twenty-one acrex, 
in the spring of 1924, he harvested thirty- 
nine carloads. He says he counts on an av 
erage of one aad one-half cars to the acre. 


His cultural methods are not different “ 


trained harvest the crop as efficientiy, in 
all probability, as Japanese; but Mexican 
or American field hands new to the job are 
slow and run up the cost. Mr. Buccheim be- 
neves that lettuce or any other garden crop 
can be raised as well by American farmers 


as by Chinese and Japanese.

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ange county bean harvest by means of his 
threshing eutfit, which is the biggest in the 
county. The threshing machine turns out 
1000 sacks a day, keeping eighteen wagons 
and sixty-two men rustling. 

Ot grain be expects to have in 2250 
acres this season. Before the Ist of De- 
cember 1000 acres had already been planted 
to “4000” barley a variety improved upon 
the old common. Another thousand acres 
will go into twenty different kinds with 
wh ch he is experimenting for the Farm Ru 
reau and the Agricultural Extension Service, 
while 250 acres are being planted to Early 
Bart and Defiance wheat. Of these wheats 
Mr. Buccheim says, Marly Bart, the most 
popular with the mills, will often make a 
crop on scant moisture when barley won't. 
Deflance is a newer experiment in the coun- 
ty. 

In 1923, from ten acres planted to Oregon 
Select Marivut barley at the rate of 100 
pounds of seed to the acre, 253 sacks were 
threshed. lle is planting back 200 acres 
with this seed, while neighbors are plant 
ing the rest to fifty acres. His newest e 
periment will be with 1000 pounds of Hero 
barley planted to ten acres. 

The grain business last year was a fail 
ure. With only about five and one-half 
inches of rain in the Capistrano region, few 
of the fields made crops and most of the 
grain men lost money. In Mr. Buecheim's 
opinion uncertainty is the keynote of the 
dry-farming industry. One year, abou: 1910. 
he made lots of money; sold 48,000 sacks 
at $1,30 F. O. B. on the flatcars. But during 
the past seven years he has lost many 
thousands, he declares, dry-framing grain. 


“For one thing,” be says, “the dry farm 


ers can't compete with the grain growers in 


the desert, who have plenty of water for 
irrigation. These grain growers in Imperial 
Valley, the Salt River Valley in Arizona, and 
in Southern Nevada and Utah can pasture 
their grain fields during the winter and then 
make ten to twenty sacks per acre earlier 
in the spr.ng than the dry farmers can; and 
even with the cost of the water, they can 
grow the crop for less money. The dry 
farmers, even on the best level land, can't 
expect to do anything without at least icht 
inches of rain, and on the hilly land the cost 
of production is nearly doubled. Then 
there's the deduction of one-fourth for the 
landiord. The dry farmer has to farm at 
least 600 acres in order to make a living. 
and his investment for equipment alone is 
$6000 at the very lowest figure. He had 


i? better take the money and make a first pay 


ment on a small irrigated ranch.” 
Mr. Buccheim added that he knew a num 
ber of men who had been made paupers by 


dry-farming. So far as his own enterprises 


in dryfarming go, they are only a part of
